city resolution thereby recognizing 

the Canadian herd books, it is only fitting that we should 
look into the subject of Canada’s contribution to Holstein 
history. We find that this contribution is very important, 
indeed. Canadian animals have broken no less than eigh- 
teen world’s records in the present regular prize divisions, 
as well as a large number of world’s records in special 
divisions and classes. At present writing eleven regular 
world’s championships are held by Canadian cows. Canada 
has produced the only 51-pound cow. In Canada is the 
only cow that ever produced 1,000 pounds of milk in a 
week. Up to April 30th, 1918, ninety-eight cows in Canada 
had produced 100 pounds milk in a day and as there have 
been a large number 
of heavy milk pro- 
ducers brought out 
this past year the 
number must now be 
well in excess of 100. 
Canada has at least 
eighteen cows and 
heifers that have 
made year records 
above 1,000 pounds 
butter, some of them 
having made two 
1000-pound = records. 
and there are fifty- 
sight cows in Canada 
with year milk rec- 
ords above 20.000 
pounds, two of them 
being above 30,000 
pounds. Canada has 
four cows that have 
made 1000-pound rec- 
ords for a year under 
strictly official test. 

The Dominion of 
Canada has been in 
he Holstein business 
for over 30 years. It 





corresponds quite closely to the Amert- 
can ten-months division. 

Although the Record of Merit was not established until 
1901, there was official testing done in Canada under the 
authority of the American Association as early as 1896, 
in which year C. J. Gilroy, Glen Buell, Ont., had three 
animals tested. The first Canadian animal to be entered 
in official test was Inka Sylvia, the great grandam of Cana- 
da’s wonder cow, May Echo Sylvia. Freshening at just 
24 months of age, Inka Sylvia made a record of 10.92 pounds 
butter in seven days, which is not in itself a very remark- 
able record; but the next year she freshened again as a 
junior three-year-old and broke the world’s record in her 
class for butter as well as for milk with a production of 
568.2 pounds milk 
containing 21.95 Ibs. 
butter. 

Another Canadian 
world’s champion of 
note is Alta Posch, 
whose senior 2-year- 
old record of 27.08 
pounds butter stood 
unbeaten for eight 
years, her milk rec- 
ord of 586.2 pounds 
standing as a world’s 
record for nine 
years. Alta Posch 
was one of the great- 
est cows that ever 
lived and her de- 
scendants include 
some of the most 
sensational produc- 
ers in the United 
States and Canada.

Referring to the above list we see 
that Calamity Jane was the first 25- 
pound cow and that the famous show 
cow Jessie Veeman A was the first 26- 
pound cow in Canada. Tidy Abbekerk, 
Canada’s first 27-pound cow, was one 
of the greatest transmitting cows that 
ever lived. She has two 28-pound 
daughters in the United States and a 
number of wonderful sons including 
Tidy Abbekerk Prince with ten 30- 
pound daughters and Prince Abbekerk 
Pauline whose daughter, Madam Posch 
Pauline, is a former Canadian cham- 
pion with two 6 months’ records aver- 
aging over 700 pounds butter from over 
17,000 pounds milk. 

Oanada’s first 30-pound cow was 
Nanuet Topsy Clothilde who made her 
record in 1908. Only one other 30- 
pound record was made until 1911, af- 
ter which at least one was made every 
year. In 1917 May Echo Sylvia made 
Canada’s first 40-pound record, of 
which more will be said a little later, 
and in 1919 Rolo Mercena De Kol made 
the first and as yet the only 51-pound 
record in the world. 

When the Record of Performance 
was founded, one of the first animals 
to be tested under its rules was a se- 
nior 2-year-old, Jenny Bonerges Orms- 
by, who broke the world’s record for 
a@ year’s production of milk and of 
butter with a record of 16,849.8 pounds 
milk containing 832.29 pounds butter. 
This wonderful heifer proved to be 
one of the most consistent producers 
of the breed, later making five differ- 
ent 30-pound records, her seven week- 
ly records averaging over 28 pounds 
each, 

The first Canadian cow to produce 
over 20,000 pounds milk in a year was 
Netherland Aaggie De Kol, who in 
May 1909 made a record of 881 pounds 
butter from 21,666 pounds milk. This 
record was beaten for both milk and 
butter the following year by De Kol 
Plus, with 956 pounds butter from over 
22,000 pounds milk and in 1911 May 
Echo, grandam of May Echo Sylvia, be- 
Came Canada’s first 1000-pound cow 
by making a record of 1042.05 pounds 
butter from 23,707 pounds milk.

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Let Cabana’s Barn Records Decide 


N view of the conflicting testimony which 
Charles Cole has signed and sworn to in re- 
lation to the records he has made during the 

past few years, we would suggest as a means of 
indicating the truth of the matter, that the barn 
figures covering the entire test period for a num- 
ber of the 40-lb. cows developed at Pine Grove 
Farms be published. If there has been manipula- 
tion in the making of these records it should 
show in the detailed every-milking figures of the 
test. If the curve of production is normal 
throughout the entire test in every one of these 
cases or even in a substantial majority of them, it 
“is pretty good evidence in favor of the truth of 
Cole’s second affidavit. Particularly would this 
be true in the case of two or more high record 
cows on test at the same time. If it is abnormal, 
and the cow takes a sudden upward jump in both 
milk and average percentage of fat, and after the 
week is finished takes just as sudden a drop back 
to her original standard, it is equally strong veri- 
fication for Cole’s original confession. 

The average man is much more interested in 
common-sense information than he is in abstruse 
legal opinions. Why not, therefore, get away 
from threats of legal battles and injunctions, and 
what not, and give the case a little common sense 
treatment. If the Pine Grove records are straight 
and honest, they surely should stand. They are 
wotth too much to the breed in that case to think 
of expunging them. But if they are fraudulent 
and crooked it would be a terrible blow to the 
breed to have them remain in good standing on 
our Advanced Register. In fact it would prob- 
ably mean the end of the seven-day division. 

Now the value of any of our records depends 
upon their acceptance by the public as authentic. 

Therefore let the records that are called into 
question be produced and given to the public. If

Business Better Than Usual 


BP SYCHOLOGY plans an important part in 
determining the effect of the Cole testing 
episode upon our industry. If any large 
body of our breeders give way to the feeling that 
the bottom is being knocked out of Holstein yal. 
ues, and should decide to throw their holdings 
precipitately upon the market in an effort to get 
out from under quickly, we might have a panic 
that would seriously affect prices. On the other 
hand, if our breeders keep their heads and stand 
firm in the confidence that no untoward event of 
this nature can disturb the firm and solid founda- 
tion upon which the Holstein breed rests, we 
shall see no break in values or in the popularity of 
our cattle in the general dairy markets. We can 
find no evidence that any considerable number of 
breeders have any inclination toward a feeling of 
panic. On the contrary sale managers and breed- 
ers who are in the market to buy, advise us that 
it is especially difficult to find good cattle that can 
be bought right now, the general feeling being 
apparently that the breed is going on to even 
bigger and better things than it has achieved in 
the past, and that prices and values are going to 
continue upward. 
This it seems to us is the reasonable view. As 
a correspondent has pointed out, one crook dis- 
covered does not make us all crooked, and sure- 
ly it must be better for the industry to have such 
a festering sore removed and cleaned up than to 
have it continuing to spread discouragement and 
disappointment. Also we must never lose sight 
of the fact that the progress and prosperity of 
the Holstein breed has never depended upon rec: 
ords of the sort that are now called into question. 
The real backbone and strength and sinew of the 
industry has always been the little breeder—the 
man who depended upon the Holstein cow to 
produce his daily bread. If the stock in trade of 
the black and white breed had consisted merely 
of these sensational top records, we should in- 
deed have cause for worry now, but while these 
have been instrumental in arousing enthusiasm 
and attracting attention to the breed, it has been 
the certain prospect of greater every-day dairy 
profits that has made the greatest number of 
converts to the Holstein idea. Add to these facts 
the further incontrovertible evidence of growing 
public appreciation of the value and economy of 
dairy products with consequently improved pros- 
pects for prosperity in the dairy industry, in the 
future, and it is not difficult to foresee a greater

Aitken Addresses Nebraska Dairymen 


STAFF CORRESPONDENCE 


Elimination of the scrub and publicity for dairy pro- 
ducts by the producer was the two-fold keynote of the 
address of D. D. Aitken, President of the Holstein-Friesian 
Association of America before the dairymen of Nebraska 
in the big State Fair auditorium at Lincoln. 

Mr. Aitken scored the dairymen for making no effort to 
market his product but simply waiting for “George” to do 
it and then complaining because the public does not 
appreciate the value of milk as a food. He alluded to the 
vitamines in milk and butter which are lacking in oleo 
and other so called “butter substitutes,” but demanded to 
know how the dairymen can expect the public to pay 85 
cents a pound for butter when the dairymen themselves 
sell their butter and buy a cheaper substitute. Butter at 
85 cents is cheaper than oleo at 30 cents because butter 
is really a food, not merely a grease; and it is the duty of 
the dairyman to know this and to instruct his less well 
informed brother. Use printers ink. Create a greater 
demand for our product. The public will never be willing 
to pay for dairy products on the basis of cost of production 
but on basis of value to them, consequently, if the dairy- 
man is to make a profit, he must make the consumer see 
the value of his product and must also employ the most 
efficient machinery to manufacture that product, the pure 
bred cow. 

Here in Nebraska, said Mr. Aitken, the scythe and the 
cradle have long since given place to the mowing machine 
and the reaper; but the dairyman goes on trying to make 
milk from the same old scrub cow of his grandfathers. 
He stated that three-fifths of the cows of Nebraska are 
being mated with scrub bulls, notwithstanding the fact 
that a pure bred sire will double the production of a herd 
in three crosses. We cannot feed $90 cotton seed meal 
and $50 bran to a scrub cow and expect to make money. 

To prosper, the dairymen should not be afraid to put 
Dlenty of raw material into the machine and should use 
the best machinery available. Then organize and select 
some one to arrange for the marketing of the product 
By paying one cent a hundred the producers can raise a 
large sum which could be well spent for publicity and 





marketing. Besides helping themselves, they would be 
doing a real service to their fellow men, and let us 
remember, concluded Mr. Aitken, that it is service that 
counts, not wages or-reward. C. E. Morse, vice-president 
of the Nebraska Dairymen’s Association introduced the 
speaker. 

In line with this address, we will say that the exhibit 
of the dairymen at the Nebraska State Fair, spread the 
gospel of dairy products in a striking way. The Roberts 
Dairy Company, one of the leading milk distributing 
companies of Lincoln, did a thriving business in ice 
cold milk and butter-milk and booths occupied by the State 
Holstein-Friesian Association, the Nebraska Dairymen’s 
Association, the State Jersey Club and the Dairy Depart- 
ment of the State University attracted some attention. 
The latter, with the assistance of Miss Hoover of the U. S. 
Dairy Division maintained a booth for the manufacture of 
various meat substitutes as well as pies and puddings all 
from cottage cheese, even the whey was utilized forming 
the basis of a delicious and refreshing drink. 

The champion Jersey of the state, Merimaids’ Fancy 
Wax, owned by H. C. Young, Lincoln, Nebraska, was also 
on exhibition. It is an unusual sight to see a Jersey that 
can produce over 1055 lb. butter in a year, and there was 
a crowd around her stall. In an adjoining booth was 
piled the exact amount of food that she consumed during 
the year; 4380 Ib. of alfalfa in neat bales, sacks containing 
the various varieties of grain feeds and even a small tile 
silo that would hold the 600 lb. silage that was said to have 
been fed her during the year. 

Another attractive exhibit was a model in butter of 
two working men at lunch, a bottle of milk being a prom- 
inent part of the lunch. The model showed excellent work- 
manship, great care being given to details. Surmounting 
the glass case in which the model was shown was a 
paper mache model of La May, champion milk producer 
of the state with 26,660 lb. in a year, a pure bred Holstein 
owned by the State University. The Dairy building was 
one of the most popular on the grounds.

Three carloads of pure bred Holstein cattle, 
consisting of sixty-four head, have been purchased and 
were distributed among the breeders of the three counties. 


TIOGA COUNTY PENNSYLVANIA HOLSTEIN BREED- 
ERS HOLD ANNUAL PICNIC 


Sixty automobiles brought 400 interested breeders and 
dairymen to the County Holstein Breeders’ picnic held 
on the farm of Hugh Davie of Covington, a member of the 
Executive Committee of the Tioga County Holstein Asso- 
ciation. Following the basket lunch the program opened 
with an address of Welcome by Mr. Davie in which he 
expressed the pride that every breeder of Holsteins must 
feel in being part of an organization which is more and 
more appreciating the possibilities before it. Prof. G. S. 
Buckley of Pennsylvania State College emphasized the 
remarkable opportunity offered for Community breeding 
and Holstein development in Tioga County where 90 per 
cent of the cows are black and whites. He explained the 
accredited herd plan for the eradication of tuberculosis 
and answered many questions that arose in the minds of 
the breeders. Mr. George Stevenson, breeder of hornless 
Holsteins of Clarks Summit, Pa., dealt with the subject 
“Steps in the Ladder of Holstein Success.” Mr. Stevenson 
traced the development of the dairy cow down through 
the late centuries and stressed the importance of every 
breeder studying the history of the Holstein from the 
very beginning inasmuch as improvement by the process 
of selection must still be practiced. Mr. Stevenson made 
an earnest plea for a higher sense of honor among breed- 
ers in the making of records and urged that greater at- 
tention be paid to yearly work and the securing of higher 
fat tests through the selection of proper foundation animals. 

County Agent Korb of Sullivan County next gave a 
scoring demonstration using as his subject, “King Reep 
De Kol,” one of the four bulls of the Tioga County Associa- 
tion. In view of the high yearly records of the near 
ancestors of the bull it was shown that the owners have 
every reason to expect that he will prove a transmitter 
of high and persistent production.

The returns for the month of June 
for the Record of Merit and Record of 
Performance received from the Secre- 
tary show some splendid records have 
been made in spite of the exceedingly 


hot weather that prevailed for the . 


greatest part of the month. 

In the mature class we find that 28 
qualified and the first eight made 5vu 
lbs. or better, which I think is the 
most 30 lb. records made in one class 
for any month to date. That well 
known breeder, A. C. Hardy, Brock- 
ville, takes first and second place with 
Pietje Car Born De Kol leading, who 
gave 760.9 ibs. milk and 38.77 lbs. but- 
ter for seven days and for 30 days 
3237.8 Ibs. milk and 160.41 lbs. butter; 
her 60 day record being 6201.7 lbs. 
milk and 304.79 lbs. butter. It is not 
often we get such high butter records 
and milk flow combined. This will 
prove that the Holstein can come with 
both the milk and fat not only for % 
days but keep it up for 60 days. 

Second place going to that world 
known milk producer, May Echo 
Sylvia, who gave 948.9 lbs. milk and 
35.70 lbs. butter for seven days with 
3623.7 lbs. milk and 148.75 lbs. butter 
for 30 days and her 60 day record was 
7291.1 Ibs. milk, 279.18 lbs. butter. 1 
am sure the breeders of the Black and 
Whites would like to see this wonder- 
ful milk producing cow run for a year 
on a strictly official test. Taking her 
age into consideration she certainly is 
a wonderful milk producer, and it 
would be interesting figures to read, if 
we could give her actual milk produc- 
tion from the time she first freshened 
to her present age. I think I would be 
safe in saying that no other cow in the 
world has produced so much milk as 
old “Sylvia”. Not only has she made 
a great name as a milk producer, but 
when you total up what her sons have 
brought in the public sale ring and at 
private sales, it would take a lot to 
beat her. 

Third. place goes to D. Raymond, 
with 32.28 lbs. butter and 802.6 lbs. 
milk for seven days and 30 days 3287.3 
of milk and 129.58 lbs. butter. These 
three are to be added to the list of 
cows producing over 100 lbs. of miln 
per day.

ords became fairly common in Canad 
there now being, as we have already 
said, at least eighteen of them with 
over 58 above 20,000 pounds of milk 
The present leader for year’s butter 
production is Jemima Johanna of Riy 
erside (1280 pounds), whose milk rec. 
ord of over 30,000 pounds stands sec- 
ond in Canada only to that of Zarilda 
Clothilde 3d De Kol, who made her 
record of 30427 pounds milk in Strictly 
official test. She is now making a 
second year record that may prove 
to be a world’s record, her first 185 
days’ production being 19337.3 Ibs 
milk or 646.8 lb. more than the six 
months record of Tilly Alcartra, the 
present world’s champion. 

Considering the Canadian champions 
of the present day we find that the 
average of the records of the seven 
age champions for each division is as 
follows:

Turning to the chart on the second 
page of this story we find that eleven 
Canadian champions are marked with 
asterisk showing that they are world’s 
champions at the pi sent time. Of 
these May Echo Sylvia is probably the 
best known. She is the only cow that 
ever produced 1000 pounds milk in a 
week and she holds the world’s milk 
records for all periods from 7 to 100 
days. She has made five 7-day butter 
records above 33 pounds, of which four 
were above 35 pounds. Her five 30-day 
records average 152.43 pounds butter 
from 3517.9 pounds milk, a showing 
that has never been approached by any 
other cow in the world. She has made 
six 7-day milk records averaging 823.3 
pounds and two of them are larger 
than have ever been made by any 
other cow. In her 100-day official test 
she averaged 129 pounds a day for 
the entire period, and so we might go 
on indefinitely discussing the wonder- 
ful work of this remarkable cow, but 
we must pass on to-some of Canada’s 
other world’s champions. 

Probably the most sensational of 
these is Rolo Mercena De Kol, whose 
record of 51.93 pounds butter in seven 
days is the only 51-pound record ever 
made. Rolo was bred and developed in 
Canada, but was sold, as we all re- 
member, after she made her record, 
for $26,000, going to the state of Ken- 
tucky. 

Another world’s champion who has 
not been as extensively advertised and 
therefore is not so well known as the 
other two is the great senior 4-year-old, 
Mildred Pietertje Abbekerk, whose 
milk records of 856.9 pounds in seven 
days and 3569.2 pounds in 30 days are 
the largest ever made by a heifer.

HIS INDUSTRY 
By W. E. Skinner 
Secretary and General Manager, Na.

In the smoking room on 
Illinois a few days ago the tatk arin 
as talk is apt to drift these days, into 
the passing of John Barleycorn. - The 
opinion seemed to be unanimous that 
none of the so-called “substitutes” was 
entirely satisfactory. 

“Why not try milk or buttermilk» 
asked a dairyman, who had been an 
interested listener to the discussion. 

“Milk?” exclaimed one man, as he 
turned a pitying eye toward the dairy- 
man. 

Then the dairyman got busy; he be. 
gan to deal facts about milk and milk 
products right off the top. He told his 
audience of the discoveries of Dr, E 
V. McCollum, of Johns Hopkins Uni- 
versity, probably the greatest living 
authority on milk. He told them that 
Dr. McCollum had proved that milk is 
absolutely essential to the human race, 
that without it there can be no per. 
petuation of the race; that without 
milk the infant and the child of tender 
years cannot develop normally; that 
if the full span of life is to be realized 
and the characteristics of youth are to 
be maintained in the adult, the adult 
must live on the same type of diet that 
proves so satisfactory for the nutrition 
of the child. 

The dairyman told other facts about 
the dairy industry and he wound up 
by saying:

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OFFICIAL TESTING IN MINNE- 
SOTA 


ivery breeder of purebred dairy 
cattle in Minnesota knows that this 
state already holds many of the best 
records ever made and that the state 
las many cows capable of making 
great records that have not yet been 
tested. Official testing is rapidly 
increasing in Minnesota as the breed- 


ers are realizing as never before the. 


value of the official test, and that the 
success in breeding and selling pure- 
bred animals today depends largely 
upon official records. No one having 
a high producing cow should be sat- 
isfied with the income from the milk 
alone but should look also to the in- 
come from the produce as breeding 
animals. Buyers nowadays require 
something more definite than the 
owner’s statement that the cow is a 
good one. The price of every pure- 
tred animal is determined largely by 
the official records behind it. The 
first question asked by a buyer is 
concerning the records of produc- 
tion behind the animal. 

During the past fiscal year official 
testing has been conducted in 115 
herds in Minnesota by 90 Holstein, 1% 
Jersey, 11 Guernsey, 1 Ayrshire, and 
1 Red Polled breeder in twenty-nine 
counties. The total number of two 
day tests was 3,396 which is an in- 
dication of how Minnesota breeders 
stand in regard to the yearly tesi. 
There were 584 seven-day tests con- 
ducted, 56 thirty day and 13 sixty and 
120-day tests. It was thought by 
many that the official testing wouid 
come to a standstill last year due to 
war conditions and the high price of 
feed. Nevertheless there was an in- 
crease over the previous year. 

The cost of an official record is 
decidedly moderate when its value is 
considered. In many cases it could 
be reduced considerably if the breedei 
would pay more attention to the breed- 
ing of his cows. One supervisor is al- 
lowed to test at the same time six 
cows that are milked four times per 
day, eight milked three times per 
day, or fifteen if milked two times. 
In many cases we find it necessary 
to send a supervisor to the farm sev- 
eral times during the winter in order 
that all cows be given a test. These 
tests have already cost more than 
would a yearly test on the entire 
herd. If these cows were bred so 
that all would freshen within a month

We realize 
that it is not always possible to ad- 
just all breeding dates, nevertheless 
more system would greatly reduce 
the cost of records. 

We often find that cows are not on 
full feed when the test is started and 
the result is that the owner desires 
to continue as long as there is an in- 
crease. This could also be largely 
avoided by having the cow in proper 
condition. We often receive applica. 
tion for a supervisor to begin within 
a day or two and it is not always pos. 
sible to get a man there on such short 
notice. At least a week or ten days’ 
notice should be given in advance.

TO SAVE DROUGHT-HIT CATTLE 





Million Animals Probably Wili 

Be Moved From Northwest; Big 
Organization Starts Work to 

Prevent Loss 
freight rates to afford 
ief i rought-stricken territory of 

ot tieest have been announced 
py the Railroad Administration after 
conference with officials of the United 
States Department ofl _ Agriculture 
They may mean the difference be: 
tween millions ot steaks and roasts 
in as many homes throughout the 
country and dry bones scattered over 
the farms and ranges of the North- 
west. As a result of the rates proba- 
ply half a million starving cattle will 
pe moved from the stricken regions 
of Montana, Wyoming, and North Da- 
kota to pastures in other states, and 
feed will be shipped into the drought 
country to sustain other hundreds of 
thousands of breeding animals. 

For some time past the Department 
of Agriculture and the Railroad Ad- 
ministration have been working out a 
basis of action. 

Rate Cut in Half 

The emergency rate for feed ship- 
ped into the drought-stricken terri- 
tory is one-half of the regular rate 
from points on railroad lines serving 
the destination territory. Practically 
all kinds of feed are provided for. 
Cottonseed cake and cottonseed meal. 
however, are not included under the 
half rate, but may be shipped from 
Texas, Oklahoma, Arkansas, and 
points in Louisiana on and east of the 
Mississippi River at rates ranging 
from 50 to 60 cents a hundred. 

The rate for shipping cattle out of 
the drought-stricken area to pasture 
or feed and later returning them 
amounts to a round trip rate of one 
and one-third the regular one-way 
rate. That is, animals may be ship- 
ped to pasture or feeding points upon 
payment of the regular rate, and at 
any time prior to June 1, 1920, may 
be returned to the point of origin 
upon payment of one-third of the reg- 
ular rate. A large proportion of the 
animals brought out will never go 
back, but after fattening on grass or 

. feed will go to the slaughter pen. Pro- 
vision is made for this by the grant- 
ing of transit rates, which means that 
the owner pays the through rate from 
the point of origin to the market in- 
stead of two local rates, one from 
the point of origin to the pasture 
point and one from the pasture 
point to the market. This privilege is 
extended to 12 months from the date 
of original shipment. This is an ex- 
tension of the transit rate on sheep 
that has been in existence for a long | 
time, but is now made to apply also | 
to cattle, hogs and horses. | 

Organization at Work 

The Department of Agriculture is 
throwing into the work the same or- 
ganization that saved hundreds of 
thousands of cattle last year in the 
drought-stricken areas of the South- 
west. The Bureau of Animal Indus- 

try will establish an office at Billings, | 
Mont., for dealings with owners who | 
desire to get their cattle out to pas-

The federal mediation board has just 

declared a minimum of $5 a day for 
16-year-old boys and helpers in the oil 
field, and a maximum of $9 a day for 
mechanics, and these rules are to 
date back from Jan. Ist. The milk 
drivers of New York are striking for 
$50 and $55 a week, and a commission 
of 2 per cent on all sales in addition. 
Similar wages are being demanded 
and granted in all lines. of industry. 
The farmers, who produce the bulk 
of food-stuffs for all are threatening 
now that they will take their turn at 
striking and stop production. They 
are getting tired, they say, of being 
charged with profiteering and if the 
industrial workers in the cities are 
to constantly get more money, for do- 
ing less work, it is time for the farm- 
ers to adopt the same policy. There is 
small chance of this threat being 
carried out, however, for farmers as 
a class are too far-sighted to be fooled 
by any such fallacy as that. They are 
the original producers and it needs 
no elaborate logic to teach them that 
the way to sell more food is to 
get busy and produce it and that there 
is no camouflage by which one bushel 
of potatoes can be made into two. If 
the farmers were as well organized 
as the industrial workers are, there 
would be a crisis indeed now. Some 
of them are already so organized and 
they are showing what can be done. 
The milk producers, for instance, have 
a tight union and in many sections 
have secured much higher prices by 
means of “collective bargaining,’ as 
the unions call it—that is, combining 
and using threats and violence in 
some cases to enforce their demands. 
—Pathfinder. (Note.) Those $200 
and more-a-month milk-drivers might 
be blamed by the weary consumer as 
one of the perfectly good reasons for 
the H. C. of milk. It is more fashion- 
able, though, to kick on the seven or 
eight cents a quart received by the 
Producer and let it go at that. How 
mad and disappointed the Mayor of 
New York must be now that the Inves- 
tigating Committee proved that the 
dairymen were anything but profiteers. 
It’s typical of the Tammany spirit to 
blame the poor producer up-state while 
the meddling middleman in the Big 
City is allowed to grab three-fourths 
of the consumers’ fainting dollar.
